COURT REFUSES 10 
GIVE DIVORGE 10 
MRS. FITZGIBBON 


Judge Finds No Cause Sufficient 
to Justify Decree to Former’ 
Miss Bertha Freund. 


Mrs, Bertha Freund Fitzgibbon of 4554 
Berlin avenue failed Thursday in her 
attempt to divorce Frank Fitzgibbon, 
coal merchant and next door neighbor 
to her parents, whom she married Dec. 
4 last, a day after her engagement io 
Haymer L. Lowenhaupt had been an- 
nounced. 

Judge Taylor, after hearing the wife's 
story of her brief married life, declared 
that no cause sufficient to justify a 


decree had been shown. The wife 


charged that Fitzgibbon was rough and 
unsympathetic, and testified that she 


had twice attempted to kill herself with 
carbolic acid, since their marriage, buf 
that each time he had seized her hand 
and prevented her from carrying out 
her purpose. One of these attempts 0oc- 
curred in St. Louis and one in Chicago, 
she said. 

“This was an inadvertent marriage,’’ 
said Judge Taylor, ‘‘and it appears to 
have been a blunder on the part of both. 
I wish I could afford relief, but the 
law does not empower me to grant a 
divorce on any facts that have been 
shown.’’ The husband contested the suit. 

Twice Age of His Wife. 

Fitzgibbon is # yegrs old, twice ‘the 
age of his wife. Her father,’ F. 5. 
Freund, president of a real estate com- 
pany, testified that he had not suspect- 
ed Fitzgibbon and Miss Freund were in- 
terested in each other, though Fitzgib- 
bon called at the Freund home occasion- 
ally to play cards. He-said that some 
time after the marriage, Fitzgibbon 
called on him, expressed regret for what 
had happened, and asked for a family 
conference, but that his daughter, wh» 
had then returned to his home, and his 
wife, refused to enter into such a con- 
ference. , 

At the time of the sudden marriage, in- 
vitations were out for a reception, which 
was to celebrate Miss Freund’s engage- 
ment to Lowenhaupt. 

Foture Home Inspected. 

Fitzgibbon is a Catholic, and he and 
Miss freund, a Jewess, were married 4t 
the New Cathedral Chapel. Mrs. Fitz- 
gibbon, telling of the marriage in her 
testimony, said that just before the wed- 
ding, Fitzgibbon had taken her to 3612 
Lafayette avenue and, by match light, 
had shown her the interior of an un- 
furnished flat which he had selected as 
their home. 

Mrs. Fitzgibbon testified she accompa- 
nied Fitzgibbon to East St: Louis to 
take a train for Cincinnati, where they 
were going on their honeymoon. Arriy- 
ing on the East Side, she said, she 
telephoned her mother. 

Counsel for Fitzgibbon asked if she 
had told her mother she felt ashamed 
of what she had done. She denied she 
made such a statement on that occasion, 
but declared she was ashamed. 

Goes to Visit His Sister. 

Her husband, she said, asked her if sne 
wanted to go on to Cincinnati, and she 
replied by ficking up her suit case, 
starting for the train and replying, “‘I’)l 


jshow you what I'll do.’’ 


After four days in Cincinnati they lett 
for Sidney, O., to visit Fitgibbon’s sis- 
ter. On the train, she said, she made 
up her mind to leave her husband. When 
pressed for a reason, she declared he 
was unsympathetic, rough in his man- 
ner toward her and one time pushed her 
away from a telephone and cursed her, 

On leaving Sidney, after four days’ 


4 visit, she testified, she telephoned to her 


parents. Her brother, answering the 
phone, told her that her parents were 
ill and could not come to the phone. 

Twelve hours after the marriage, she 
said, she conceived the idea of leaving 
her husband and wished she never had 
married him. She was quite unhappy, 
she said. They spent two weeks in 3t. 
Louis, furnishing the flat, and then 
went to Chicago “or two Weeks, where 
she tried to end her life. 

Fitzgibbon’s counsel asked. if she 
thought her husband was cruel in not 
permitting her to commit suicide. ‘At 
that time I did,”’ she seid.

SUPREME JUSTICES WORKING HARD. 

The Supreme Court of the United State broke 
all records known to its veteran attaches when it 
failed to adjourn for its summer recess on June 
14. By breakitig this record it will be enabled to 
break a lot of other records. The reason it con- 
tinued in session was to fulfill its purpose of 
preparing opinions before adjournment on all 
cases argued at this present term of court. Ad- 
herence to such a purpose also breaks the record 
of modern times. 

It was announced last spring that the court 
had caught up with its business to an extent 
warranting the prediction that this present June 
would find all cases disposed of except those be- 
gun since last Juné. Apparently the Justices are 
going to do even better than was expected. To 
adjourn with its entire docket of argued cases 
cleared and to be only one year behind on other 
cases is record breaking worth while. 

The higher standards in judicial expedition im- 
posed by this great court upon itself must have a 
far-reaching influence. The industry of these 
Justices is a rebuke to indolent, dawdling, pro- 
“rastinating Judges everywhere. ' 
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MR. BRITTEN’S CHAUTAUQUA BILL. 
Representasive Britten of Chicago has a bill

Washington during the pendency of important 
legislation. 
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THE ‘‘APOLOGY’’ TO COLOMBIA. 

Mr. Bryan had no difficulty in ‘showing that 
the so-called “apology” to Colombia was taken 
practically verbatim from the DuBois memoran- 
dum, which was the work of the Taft adminis- 
tration. 
‘Long before the treaty was formally submitted 
the Post-Dispatch called the Sénate’s attention to 
this fact. Any criticist: of Mr. Bryan for these ex- 
pressions of “regret” apply with equal force to 
Mr. Taft and Mr. Knox. The official publication 
of the DuBois memorandum ought to end the 
attempt to make cheap political capital out of 
this alleged “apology.” | 

Nevertheless, the tag of the preamble is clumsy 
and unfortunate, and the expressions of regret 
over the interruption of friendly relations should 
be made mutual. The treaty ought to be fur- 
ther amended to give the United States control 
over the Atrato Canal route, especially if the in- 
demnity is to remain at $25,000,000. This would 
nmiake it certain that no rival to the Panama 
Canal could be constructed under the auspices of 
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off the Chautauqua circuit under penalty of } 
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Colombia. 

These amendments would remove all ground 
for honest criticism of the new treaty and the 
treaty as amended would wipe out a long stand- 
ing stain on the honor of the United States. 

This controversy ought to be settled without 
further delay, because some day it will be neces- 
sary for the United States to wipe out the fake 
Republic of Panama, which was bought and paid 
for in Wall Street with French Canal money and 
then subsidized in perpetuity by Theodore Roose- 
velt. Control of the terminal cities of the Pan- 
ama Canal by this bribe-bought republic of Pan- 
ama will ultimately create a situation that can- 
not be tolerated. ; 

‘When inevitable circumstances compel the 
(Inited States to occupy and administer the 
Isthmus of Panama, the task should not be com- 
plicated by an ancient quarrel with Colombia 
over the outcome of a scandalous partnership be- 
tween the Roosevelt administration and the cor- 
rupt French Canal Company. 
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WOODROW’S WARM AFTERNOON. 

The story goes that President Wilson drove 
his golf ball too soon, when he should have 
waited for a player ahead of him to get out of 
his way. Nobody wants the honor of being 
killed or maimed even by so distinguished a ball 
as a President’s, and when it whizzed past the 
player’s ear the man ’tis said, was duly wroth, 
and perhaps unduly wroth, since the President’s 
profuse apologies failed to appease him. until he 
found out that he was talking to the President 
and not an ordinary offender against humanity 
and golf rules. When the man realized that he 
had been guilty of lese majeste, or whatever the 
language amounted to, he wilted and became 
equally profuse in apologies. (Why in the dem- 
ocratic game of golf, which is a leveler and not 
a respecter of persons, should one regard a Pres- 
ident above any other player?) 

But Mr. Wilson, they say (and this is what is 
hard to believe), felt hurt in his turn, ordered 
his caddy to pick up his ball, and quitted the links 
in a huff. Rather a rough yarn, isn’t it? The 
other man—so it goes—also quitted the links, 
when he observed how Mr. Wilson had lost zest 
for the sport, and promptly wrote Mr. Wilson a 
courteous note of apology. 

Doubtless it is harder to preserve perfect good 
nature at Washington in summer than at Beverly, 
Mass., or Pride’s Crossing. Of course nobody 
knows what the man had said to Mr. Wilson be- 
fore discovering that he was the President, but 
we guess it was considerable, as the man’s prov- 
ocation was very considerable. To be sure, a 
man’s righteous indignation could make him say 


ithings so. warm and to the point that the most 


magnanimous would find it difficult to, overlook 
them. But a great opportunity was offered for 
a truly noble magnanimity to make the best of 
the cruel incident, make a friend of the other 
fellow, and if not invite him to play out the re- 
maining holes in Presidential company, at least 
buy him something cool.in a tall glass when hé 
got back to the clubhouse. If both of them had 
it to do over again they would probably do it 
differently. 

At last reports all was quiet on the Potomac, 
with mediation proceeding calmly at the Sub- 
urban Golf Club; but that trying afternoon, with 
Fahrenheit fusstng around 98 degrees, will always 
be remembered as a particularly warm one for 
all parties concerned, with the possible exception 
of Col. Bogey. 


STORY OF THE CHARTER 


No, 9. Public Utilities. 
‘HE old charter does not give the city power 
aX to own or operate any business for the 
benefit of the city, except water and gas 
works. 

The new charter will give the city power to 
build, own and operate any public utility of sery- 
ice to the city or the people and regulate any pri- 
vate companies operating under public utility 
franchises. 

Under the new charter there will be a Depart- 
ment*of Public Utilities with a director who shall 
make investigations of the construction, exten- 
sion, operation, service and rates of public utility 
companies and enforce all ordinances affecting 
them. 

These parts of the charter make it possible for 
the city to buy or build and operate street cars, 
telephones, electric lights or any other conven- 
ience for the benefit of the people. The city could 
establish automobile ’buses for the parks or the 
streets, build storage plants, supply heat or re- 
frigeration from central plants, buy and sell pro- 
visions or do any kind of business that the peo- 
ple think would be managed more for thetr in- 
terests by the city than by private persons ‘or 
companies. 

The only limit on the city’s going into any 
business will be (under the new charter) that 
each business must be self-supporting. : 

Cities are just partnerships of the people and 
if the people want their partnership to go into 
any business there ought to be nothing in the way 
of their doing it. 

Some time it may be the wise thing for the 
city to go into the provision business, so that the 
people will not have to pay too much for their 
food. The new charter gives this power to the 
city. 

Some time it may be the wise thing to build a 
subway ‘to carry the people quickly out of the 
crowded downtown section. The new charter 
gives the power, which is not in the old charter. 

Some time we may want to own street railways, 
electric and gas light works and a whole lot of 
other things. The city ought to have the power 
to own and operate anything the citizens think 
is for their benefit. 

As we have said before, it may never be neces- 
sary to do these things, but the fact that we have 
the power to do them will keep persons and com- 
panies who do them from gouging us. 

St. Louis has a fine illustration of this in the 
history of its gas companies. Gas cost $4 per 
thousand cubic feet in 1876, when the old charter 
was adopted. That charter gave us the power to 
}bufld gas works, but we did not have to build 
them. The companies were afraid we would and 
so the price has come down to 80 cents per thou- 
Sand cubic feet. If we have the power to build 
other public utilities the persons or companies 


who operate them will be afraid we will and so 
ont then pate and impaaue theie aaryion.
